Simonson, supervisor of schools in 
the division, to give his yeport, This 
was very full and comprehensive, 
giving a complete report of the ac- 
tivities of ithe various schools in the 
division. He outlined the teachers 
avemge salaries were in line with 
vother divisions comparing them with 
Vermilion, Hilden, Vegrevie and 
Provost, Mr. Simonson stated that 
‘there were 76 rooms in operation in 
the division, and that % schools 
were open for this term. There are 
at present 28 \teachers and 22 schoo) 
supervisors. Other interesting infor- 
mation was given at which he ans- 
wered questions bringing his report 
to a close. 

Mr, O, Griffiths, Divisional Secre- 
tamy, read his report to the audience 
giving @ very comprehensive picture 
of schoo! financing etc, It waa wnfor- 
‘tunate that the Act» for school ;

THE COLD SHOULDER ABOUT COLD 
FROM OTTAWA 


Appearing in the Montreal Herald recently was an ar- 
ticle by Mr. Harold Dingman, a correspondent for that 
paper, regarding the shortage of Glycol anti-freeze. It 
would appear that if Mr. Dingman’s article and informa 
tion is correct that the Canadian government is giving 
the rest of Canada the ‘‘cold shoulder’’ about the cold 
weather. It might be though that the M.P.’s or better 
yet the burocrats who run the country, live in a nice 
warm balmy climate where the use of anti-freeze is riot 
heard of nor the need for same nil, Mr. Dingman advises 
the Canadian taxpayer to write to his M.P. and some- 
thing might be done about the Glycol shortage for the 
1949 season. We doubt that this is true, for after all who 
are the lowly M.P.’s to have a say in the government of 
the Canadian people. They are only our elected repre- 
sentatives. Mr. Dingman’s article appears below as writ- 
ten for the Montreal Herald on October 8, 1948. 

‘*Do you drive a car, and if you do can you obtain the 
anti-freeze you want for the coming winter? : 

There’s an enforced searcity this year of ethylene- 
glycol, the base used in the good anti-freeze that doesn’t 
boil away. Ottawa’s brain-trusters have ruled that this 
is a ‘‘luxury’’ item. 

’ A limited amount of the good stuff is a'lowed into the, 
country from the U.S. and another limited amount is 
manufactured here in Canada. 

But there is one specially privileged class—federal 
government departments. Government officials driving 
cars may have the good anti-freeze, but the taxpayer 
who pays the official’s salaries (and also pays for their 
anti-freeze) may not have any. 

The amount permitted into the country and the 


amount manufactured in Canada meets less than half : 


the demand. Supposedly the restriction on imports is a 
dollar saving business. That was the original idea to 
save U.S. dollars. 

The other day I asked an official of the import con- 
trol office to supply me with statistics showing the dol- 
lars to be saved this year. ‘There’s no use giving you any

announced it would withdraw from 
the pact and since it was the major 
importer under the agreement, the 
pact was declared dead before it 
had a chance to function, 
. Should the Dominion be able to 
engineer a new agreement, she 
wouldr etill want the same terms, a 
government source disclosed.

8. A ceiling of $2 a bushel and a 
floor of $1.50; each year the floor 
price to go down 10 cents a bushel, 
King Steps Down ; 

Prime Minister Mackenzie King 
last Monday stepped down from the 
office he held for 21 years. 

For the first time since he took 
over leadership of the Liberal party 
from Sir Wilfred Laurier in 1919, he 
ie Rt. Hon, Mr. King, member for 
Glengarry. 

The ceremony which saw the el- 
derly Mr, King resign from the read 
of the government was simple, Mr.

He asked that his resignation’ be 
accepted.

The Newfoundland delegation will 
remain in Canada until the terms of 
union have ‘been ratified by the Can- 
adian Cabinet, Mr. Claxton said the 
terms “probably” will be released 
for publication within the next two 
weeks, : 

Main interest in the talks has 
concentrated around financial ques- 
tions, The Newfoundland delegation 
presented a budget calling for pro- 
vincial expenditures of $25,000,000 a 
year. Through negotiation, this sum 
was later reduced to $21,000,000, 

Taxation agreements, spec ia ! 
grants and transitional grants, it 
was learned, will give Newfound- 
land between $15,000,000 and §18,- 
000,000 and gaps between federal 
grants and provincial needs will 
probably be filled by taxes on gaso- 
line, liquor and -retail sales. 

Terms arrived on at the talks. will 
have to be approved by parliament, 
but little or no opposition is expect- 
ed on the part of either the govern- 
ment or the Newfoundland delega- 
tions.
